bonds for 80 per cent of the real estate, 
2 will and trade marks and. per cent 
or the stock on hand and contract orders.

II ASSESSMENT. 


State Board of Equalization Con- 
sidering Railroad Property. 


VALUES RAISED $400,000. 


Fixing the Valuation of the New Union 
Station and Pullman Pal- 
ace Cars. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 10.—The 
State Board of Equalization has begun to 
take up the assessment of railroad property 
in the State. The action of the board has 
thus far been informal, and is subject to 
change at any time before fina? adjourn- 
ment. In the matter of buildings on the 
right of way, which includes depots, water 
tanks and turn-tables, it is probable that 
the informal action of the board will stand. 

The board finished its consideration of 
railroad buildings Monday. There was a 
general raise all along the line, and while 
the exact\figures have not been announced 
most of the members of the board agree 
that they will show an increase of from 
$400,000 to $450,000 over last year. The total 
last year was $1,645,920. 


The néw Union Station, St. Louis, has 
been assessed at $450,000. When the rep- 
resentatives of the company appeared be- 
fore the board they swore that in. June, 
1894, the time on which all valuations are 
based, $900,000 had been expended on the 
building. The building was not completed 
at that time, and $200,000 has been spent 
since. That amount, however, could not 
be taken into account in the valuation. 
This assessment includes the building and 
the ground on which it stands. 


The rolling stock of the various roads 
has been, informally, allowed to stand as 
it was last year, with the excetion of Pull- 
man cars. When the Board had the roll- 
ing stock under considertion, about a week 
ago, State Treasurer Stephens moved that 
the assessment on Pullman cars be raised 
from $6,000 per car to $7,000. Secretary of 
State Lesueur moved that the matter be 
postponed, and it has not been finally 
acted upon. 

Railroad Bridges stand, unless a change 
is made, at the same figures that they d.d 
last year—$2,500,000 for all. 


Tuesday morning the Board took up what 
is known as the superstructure of the rail- 
roads—that is, the assessments of roadbeds 
and trucks. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe was 
the first road considered. The informal 
agreement was that the Chicago, Santa Fe 
& California, the Santa Fe line from Kan- 
sas City to Chicago, 1% miles in length, 
should be raised from $13,000 a mile to $13,- 
500. The other lines of the Santa Fe in the 
State were not changed. : 

The assessment of St. Louls & San 
Fracisco line was allow to stand. It has 
553.0 miles in the State, and all the assess- 
ment is $5,357,816.82. 

The main line of the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land & Pacific, 231.10 miles, was also left the 
same as last year—$2,74,738.33. 

The members of the board, which is com- 
ed of Gov. Stone, Treasurer Stephens, 
retary of State Lesueur, Auditor bert 

and Atty.-Gen. Walker, explain that their 
action thus far is not final, but it is gene- 
rally understood that there is not likely to 
be any material change from the figures 
quoted above.

The Bones of 18 Arctic Explorers in a 
Greenland Cave. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 10.—Capt. 
Hans Anderson of the bark Serene, which 
arrived here Monday from Iviglut, reports 
the discovery vf the skeletons of eighteen 
men, apparently members of an exploring 
party, in a small cave in a wild and deso- 
late part of Southwest Greenland. By re- 
quest of the Danish Governor at Julian- 
shaab, Capt. Anderson took command of the 
small steamer Fox, which had been equipped 
as a relief ship, to search for the crew of 
the Danish auxiliary steamer, White Bear, 
which had been missing for some time.

About fift 
active candidates entered the field-for G 
ernor, Jackson declining to run for anot 
term last spring. The field was redu 
however, till ool, the following open 
headquarters on Monday and sought the 
nomination to-day: Gen. F. M. Drake, Cen- 
terville; Senator James Harlan, Mt. Pleas- 
ant; Senator Matt Parrott, Waterloo; Sen- 
ator J. B. Harsh, Creston; Secretary 0 
State W. McFarland, Des Moines; Senator 
J. T. Kamrar, Webster City; Col, E. 8. 
Ormsby, Emmettsburg. When the conven- 
tion met the chances were believed to le 
between the first three, in order, for the 
nomination, with Gen. Drake a strong fav- 
orite to win. 

The convention was called to order by 
Chairman Blythe of the State Central Com- 
mittee. Temporary Chairman Lane of Dav- 
enport then delivered an address. Mr. Lane 
said in part: 

The enormous production of silver in the 
pest few years, in this and other countries,

Undér the policy of legis- 
lative Mmitation of the amount, aided b 
redemption, when in excess of the demand, 
we have been able to maintain at par our 
silver coin, 3 its intrinsic value is 
much less. This policy was satisfactory 80 
long as the price of silver continued high 
but when it became reduced on account of 
the over-production and other causes, there 
e up a demand, by the producers of 
‘sliver, for special silver legislation. This 
claim has now crystalized into a demand 
for the free and unlimited colnage of gold 
and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. In my 
yucemment. such a policy will establish Amer- 
ca to be the dumping ground of silver for 
the world. It will bring an avalanche of 
silver, but à rest for labor. The Republic- 
ans of Iowa oppose this. 

“In my view we should favor bimetallism, 
the use of both silver and gold, with the 
largest use of silver in our currency that 
will not impair or endanger in 9 way the 
parity in value of all money in circulation, 
whether metallic or paper. That we should 
favor an international conference, to adopt 
such measures as will insure a parity of 
value between gold and silver for use as 
money throughout the world. That 
the United States should not open its mints 
to free coinage of silver, until an arrange- 
ment shall have been made with other lead- 
ing commercial nations, whereby they will 
agree to concurrently open their mints to 
free coinage at an agreed ratio.“

These representative business men of St. 
Louis were there for the purpose of effecting 
a compromise with the terminal roads in the 
matter of switching charges in spite of the 
fact that these corporations ape charging 
double and treble the amount that can legal- 
ly be collected under the ordinances. he 


representatives of the belt line road re- 
peated? stated that they could not accept 
he ordinance and virtually retained the po- 
sition they have always taken that unless 
they could have yer ag their own way they 
would have none of it. 

Mr. Leeds set forth the amendments pro- 
posed by the business men. He declared 
that the business interests of the city de- 
manded that all possible railroad facilities 
be secured, but the interests of the shippers 
should be considered. He asserted that the 
Terminal Railroad Association Owns or 
controls the seven companies own the 
terminal roads of St. Louis, and asked that 
the restrictions imposed in the Belt line 
ordinance be made to apply to the other 
companies, of which it is claimed the Belt 
line is only a part. 

In the matter of switching charges the 
amended ordinance fixed the switching 
charge at $1 a car for a distance of three 
miles and $1.50 for any distance beyond 
that. This is a reduction of 50 cents on the 
maximum and $1 on the minimum charge 
as compared with the charge fixed by the 
original ordinance. The practice of impos- 
ing double and triple switching charges, Mr. 
Leeds also proposed to abolish. The 

ended ordinance also provides that the 
Belt Line Co. shall furnish terminals for 
any railroad that may hereafter be built 
into St. Louis at a charge to be fixed by 
arbitration and for the settlement of any 
differences that may arise between a ship- 
per and the terminal roads by arbitration, 
and in case of the failure of either party 
to comply with the condition the decision 
of the r — by the one com- 

lying shall be final.

Leeds placed limitations on the switching

Maj. Rainwater and General Manager 
Ramsey were there to object.

As for making the 
restrictions imposed upon one company ap- 

ly to all, Maj. Rainwater said it would not

Ar. Kennard said the committee was not 
present to interfere with the transportation 
of freight in St. Louis, “but we don’t want 
to have to go across the river to do busi- 
ness. We want to get to it so we can do 
business here, and we want the ordinance 
so hedged about and so guarded that the 
business of this city will be untrammeled.

Hendricks 
is at least 55 years of age, has no hair to 
Speak of, a sandy mustache and wore, when 
he left St. Louls, a black coat and vest, 
light trousers, lace shoes, white-shirt and 
a straw hat. 

The tnitials on the dead man's shirt. were 
A. T. F. This certainly could not have been 
Hendricks unless he borrowed the shirt of 
another man.. 

L. K. Cook, an intimate friend with whom 
Hendricks boarded, declines to believe that 
the latter is dead. 

“The hotel proprietor knew him as well 
as I did.“ he said, “and could certainly have 
identified the body had it been Hendricks. 
The description tallies in some respects, 
but not closely, and Hendricks has no wife 
or children. His wife has been dead for 
years. Even if the hotel Proprietor were 
out of town some one would have identified 
Hendricks, as he had been there four weeks. 
If Williams even suspected that it was 
Hendricks he would have wired me.”

RECKLESS POLITICAL JOBBERY. 


The action of the House of Delegates 
on the appropriation bill last night was 
Aa disgraceful exhibition of reckless pol- 
itical jobbery and extravagance. 

Not only was the Health Department 


._-iven. the $16,000 asked for by Dr. Stark- 


loff for his new dispensary scheme, but 
$4,000 more for salaries which, with the 
$10,000 for the Female Hospital, makes 
in all a special appropriation of $30,000 
for one department. The Morgue, the 
Work-house, the Police Department, the 
Park Commissioner, the Building Com- 
missioner and the City Marshal were all 
favored with extra purses from the city 
funds. 

Altogether, $50,000 was taken from the 
City Hall appropriation and distrikuted 
among various departments and officials, 
chiefly for the increase of the salary lists. 
Many of these appropriations had not 


been asked for, and there was no evi- 


Gence that a single one was needed. 
None had the approyal of the City 
Comptroller, whose estimates were care- 
fully made with a full knowledge of the 
needs of each department.

“the commanding officer of troops.“ who 
may be, at a given point, a young Neu- 
tenant fresh from West Point and eager 
for military glory. It is left to the dis- 
cretion of this “commanding officer” to 
determine “in what manner troops shall 
use weapons with which they are armed 
—whether by fire of musketry and artil- 
lery, or by the use of bayonet and saber, 
or both, and at what stage of the oper- 
ations such or other mode of attack 
shall be employed. This tactical ques- 
tion will be decided by the immediate 
commander of the troops, according to 
his judgment of the situation.” 

This is a longer step towards military 

despotism than was taken during the 
civil war. The worst encroachment of 
that period was the suspension of the 
writ of habeas corpus sometimes by an 
arbitrary order of Secretary Stanton. 
But this was purely temporary and the 
courts speedily reasserted the supremacy 
of the civil power. These new army reg- 
ulationg are permanent, and they place 
in the hands of the President, as Com- 
mander in Chief of the army, and his 
military underlings, a power that would 
have struck with dismay the framers of 
the Constitution. 
In England a similar stretch of au- 
thority would be followed by the fall 
of the Ministry and probably by the im- 
peachment of the Minister responsible for 
recommending it. The exercise of this 
power on a few occasions will result in 
this country in the disbandment of the 
army. If the possibilities of military 
despotism which lie in these regulations 
can be averted in no other way, the peo- 
ple. through their Representatives,should 
and will disband and muster out of the 
service of the United States every regi- 
ment, battery and squadron. Better no 
army at all than one that will simply be 
a facile instrument of usurpation. 


MAKE IT A WATERLOO, 


The nomination of Cochran for the Iili- 
nois Speakership by the Republican cau- 
eus is a gratifying indication of a change 
for the better in the Republican majori- 
ty. 

The defeat of Berry may be taken as 
an indication that the power of the cor-
